The next installment will 
appear in the December 20 
issue. The first part basically 
presents the LDFA’s recommen- 
dations and those of the Town- 
ship’s Planning consultant. Part 
two will deal with the com- 
ments from the citizens and 
Township Board members. 


On November 28 the Town- - 


ship Board held a hearing to 
consider changes in the LDFA 
(Land Development Finance 
Authority) area. The hearing 
was held to allow information to 
be placed on the public record 
and to allow citizens to make 
comments. About 30 citizens 
attended but most apparently 
came to listen and receive infor- 
mation. 

Two issues were before the 
Board. The first dealt with the 
area along Mercer Drive that 
would allow for the LDFA to 
make improvements by extend- 
ing sanitary sewer service, con- 
structing a road, looping a water 
main and solving drainage prob- 
lems. 

The second dealt with ex- 
panding the LDFA area to in- 
clude the facilitation of a bridge 
across the Huron River. It was 
this proposal that seemed to 
generate the most discussion. 

As you can see by the. dia- 
gram (below) the expanded area 
allows for the LDFA to use its 
resources to help facilitate a

new bridge at South Huron 
Road and the 1-275 area. The 
“expanded area” is a little de- 
ceiving in its size because the 
park system is within the boun- 
dary and not under the control 
of the LDFA. 

Attorney Brian Coyer, repre- 
senting the LDFA was unable to 
attend the meeting but did pro- 
vide the, Board with a three- 
page report recommending the 
amendments. Regarding the Mer- 
cer Drive matter he said, “The 
proposed improvements will 
contribute to the LDFA and en- 
hance the Township’s ability to 
attract projects which should 
provide appropriate and planned 
economic growth as well as cre-

ate additional revenues for the 
LDFA.” 

Regarding the second amend- 
ment, he also spoke in favor of 
adoption. He said “The expan- 
sion of the LDFA district is 
most clearly connected to the 
public policy of promoting and 
developing a bridge across the 
Huron River, either for connec- 
tion to the Pinnacle Project to 
the north on Vining Road or to 
1-75 on West Road. There are 
substantially no economic cost 
or legal barriers associated with 
the proposed expansion and rel- 
atively large potential benefits.” 

He went on to say, “the 
LDFA can partner with the 
Township to utilize its resources 
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to assist the Township if the 
Township chooses to pursue 
building a bridge across the 
Huron River.” 

On behalf of the LDFA, who 
voted twice in support of the 
amendments, he urged the app- 
roval by the Board. 

Larry Nix, the Township’s 
planning consultant submitted a 
two-page memo to the Board 
and was also in support of the 
amendments. 

In his memo he pointed out 
the bridge area is on public 
property owned by the HCMA 
(the metro park) and “does not 
generate any tax dollars today 
and the expansion of the LDFA 
area will not impact taxes today 






in the future since there are no 
tax dollars to impact. Also, 
since this property is HCMA 
owned, industrial development 
could not be promoted or devel- 
oped. ; 
He further advised, “The 
intent of the amendments is to 
promote industrial growth and 
development in an area of the 
Township that has been slated 
for industrial development for 
several decades. Competition 
along the I-275 corridor is 
intense, and these efforts only 
improve the marketability of 
Huron Township property.” 
The Township Board will 
consider the amendments after a 
60-day period has elapsed.
